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GRAND  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

The  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  then  read  his  address, 
wh'idh  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Doings  of  Grand  Officers. 

Companions: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  once  more  greet  you  on  this 
our  34th  annual  assembly,  and  it  is  with  a great  deal  of  thank- 
fulness to  find  that  we  are  all  in  apparent  good  health, 
and  none  of  our  immediate  members  have  been  called  to  the 
Supreme  Council  above.  Masonry  is  nothing,  and  especially 
Cryptic  Masonry,  if  it  is  not  aggressive;  we  cannot  stand  still, 
we  must  advance  or  fall  behind.  I am  very  pleased  to  tell  you 
that  we  have  advanced  until  our  members  now  reach  5 33,  net 
gain  58,  and  there  is  every  prospect  of  still  further  increase, 
as  I have  said  before  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  should  belong  to 
some  Council  and  if  the  T.  I.  M.  of  the  Subordinate  Council 
made  an  effort  the  majority  of  them  would  he;  at  the  same  time 
it  is  not  always  the  strongest  Council,  numerically,  that  lives 
up  to  the  tenets  of  Cryptic  Masonry.  I would  rather  have  a small 
Council  where  all  the  Companions  take  interest  and  attend  the 
meeting  learning  the  work,  than  a large  Council  when  on  meeting 
night  you  have  to  telephone  the  different  members  to  come  down 
in  order  to  get  a quorum. 

It  has  been  a great  disappointment  to  me  that  I have  been 
unable  to  visit  the  several  Councils.  I sent  a circular  letter  to  all 
the  T.  I.  M.  making  appointments  for  Companion  J.  C.  Munds, 
our  Grand  Recorder,  w>ho  had  kindly  consented  to  make  the 
visitations  for  me.  Some  of  the  Councils  responded  nobly,  others  => 
were  unable  to  get  a quorum  on  the  special  night  and  the  meeting 
went  by  default.  The  cost  of  these  visitations  amounted  to 
$31.50  and  I would  like  the  Council  to  discuss  this  fully.  I am 
strongly  in  favor  of  continuing  these  visitations,  and  if  the  Most 
Illustrious  Grand  Master  cannot  make  the  visitations  that  he  be 
given  the  authority  to  appoint  some  one  in  his  place,  or  for  the 
Grand  Council  to  do  so.

Grand  Recorder  visited  all  these  Councils  on  the  dates  named. 
Five  of  them  could  not  get  a quorum,  Charlotte  No.  8,  Greens- 
boro No.  3,  Zabud  (Winston)  No.  13,  Henderson  No.  10,  Kinston 
No.  11.  Five  of  the  Councils  exemplified  the  work,  Ionic  No.  9, 
Asheville,  Adoniram  No.  2,  Salisbury,  Enoch  No.  5,  Raleigh,  Dur- 
ham No.  7,  Durham,  New  Bern  No.  12.  Visited  Munson  Council 
No.  4 but  there  was  no  work. 

On  February  11,  1910,  I granted  Dispensation  to  Henderson 
Council  No.  11  ias  follows: 

TO  WHOM  IT  MAY  CONCERN: 

GREETING:  KNOW  YE,  That  by  the  power  in  me  vested  by 

the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Council  Royal  and  Select  Masters 
of  North  Carolina,  I do  hereby  grant  this,  my  Dispensation,  to 
Henderson  Council  No.  10,  R.  & S.  Masters,  authorizing  them  to 
hold  a Special  Assembly  in  the  town  of  Halifax,  and  at  the 
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said  Assembly  to  receive  and  ballot  on  the  applications  of  sundry 
Companions,  and,  when  elected,  to  confer  the  degree  of  Royal 
Master  and  Select  Master  upon  them,  and  to  transact  such  other 
business  as  may  come  before  them,  appertaining  to  the  re-organ- 
izing  of  Roanoke  Council  in  Halifax. 

Given  uunder  my  hand  and  seal,  at  Wilmington,  this  11th 
day  of  February,  A.  Dep.  2910.

I also  granted  Dispensation  to  Companion  H.  W.  Gowen  to  act 
as  T.  I.  M.  and  Companion  R.  T.  Daniel  to  act  as  Deputy  I.  M., 
and  Companion  H.  C.  Atkinson  to  act  as  P.  C.  W.  to  form  a Coun- 
cil of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  at  Halifax  with  authority  to  secure 
petition  and  confer  degrees.  Illustrious  Companion  H.  W.  Gowen 
holds  the  original  Charter  granted  to  Roanoke  Council  No.  1,  by 
authority  of  Jeromy  L.  Cross,  Deputy  Grand  Puissant  in  1821, 
also  the  Minute  Book  up  to  1834.  He  was  very  anxious  for  me 
to  restore  the  Original  Charter,  without  the  fee,  and  give  them 
their  original  No.  1;  this  I did  not  have  the  power  or  authority 
to  do,  so  granted  them  Dispensation,  they  paying  the 
usual  fee  $30.00,  this  the  Grand  Council  has  the  power  to  remit, 
if  they  so  please;  would  suggest  giving  them  their  original  No.  1. 

I had  a cordial  invitation  to  be  present  at  their  reorganization, 
but  at  the  last  moment  had  to  decline;  it  was  a great  disappoint- 
ment. 

Our  finances  are  in  a much  better  condition  and  I am  very 
much  encouraged;  the  outlook  is  promising,  and  if  each  member 
of  the  Grand  Council  will  work  we  will  soon  reach  the  800 
mark. 

Our  Recorder  has  been  doing  this  work  at  a nominal  salary 
and  I would  respectfully  suggest  that  it  be  increased  to  $100.00. 
Thanking  you  all  for  the  high  honor  you  have  conferred  on  me 
and  the  kind  and  courteous  treatment  I have  received  at  your 
hands  and  especially  thanking  Grand  Recorder  Munds  for  his 
efficient  help  at  all  times  and  seasons,  I remain,

Mr.  H.  G.  Smallbones, 

Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master: 

Dear  Companion: — Agreeably  to  your  instructions,  I visited 
and  inspected  the  Councils  of  this  Jurisdiction  and  herewith 
submit  my  report  of  same.  Notices  of  the  proposed  visits  were 
sent,  both  to  the  Thrice  Illustrious  Masters  and  to  the  Recorders 
of  the  various  Councils. 
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October  14,  1909,  was  appointed  for  my  visit  to  Charlotte 
Council  N.  8.  Upon  my  arrival,  I was  met  at  the  depot  by  the 
Recorder  of  the  Council,  Companion  Page,  who  informed  me 
that  the  Council  was  doing  no  work  and  would  not  be  able  to 
hold  a meeting. 

October  15,  1909,  I was  cordially  greeted  by  the  Companions 
of  Ionic  Council  No.  9,  in  Asheville.  They  had  a meeting  and 
conferred  the  degrees  on  four  candidates. 

October  18,  1909,  I visited  Adoniram  Council  in  Salisbury, 
where  as  usual,  they  had  a good  meeting  and  conferred  the 
degrees  on  three  candidates. 

October  19,  1909,  was  the  time  appointed  for  visiting  Greens- 
boro Council  No.  3,  but  they  were  not  able  to  hold  a meeting. 

October  20,  1909,  Zabud  Council  No.  13,  Winston,  should 
have  been  visited  this  evening,  but  the  Thrice  Illustrious  Master 
informed  me  that  they  were  not  in  good  working  order  as  yet, 
and  it  would  be  impossible  to  hold  a meeting  that  evening. 

November  16,  1909,  I visited  Enoch  Council  No.  5,  Raleigh.  A 
meeting  was  held  and  the  degrees  conferred  on  two  candidates. 

November  19,  1909.  Durham  Council  No.  7 was  visited  and 
inspected,  at  which  time  the  degrees  were  conferred  upon  four 
canidates. 

November  20,  1909.  On  account  of  its  being  Saturday  night, 
a number  of  the  members  could  not  leave  their  business  and  in 
consequence  Henderson  Council  failed  of  a quorum. 

December  14,  1909,  was  appointed  for  my  visit  to  Kinston 
Council  No.  11,  but  no  meeting  was  held. 

January  27,  1901,  New  Bern  Council  No.  12,  held  a meeting 
and  conferred  the  degrees  on  four  candidates. 

I was  cordially  received  in  all  cases  and  every  thing  was  done 
to  make  my  visit  agreeable  and  I desire  to  thank  my  Companions 
for  the  courtesies  extended  me. 

Another  duty  assigned  me,  which  I took  much  pleasure  in 
performing,  was  when  you  appointed  me  to  be  present,  as  your 
representative,  at  the  re-organizing  of  Roanoke  Council  in  the 
town  of  Halifax.  This  Council  was  known  as  Roanoke  No.  1, 
under  the  first  Grand  Council  which  was  formed  in  1822.  The 
Charter  of  this  Council  was  dated  February  13,  1821,  signed  by 
James  Cushman,  Deputy  Grand  Puisant,  and  is  still  in  existence. 
The  records  are  also  intact  and  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  are 
recorded  up  to  and  including  November  20,  1834. 

By  and  under  the  authority  of  your  Dispensation,  the  officers 
and  quite  a number  of  the  members  of  Henderson  Council  No.  10 
went  to  Halifax  and  opened  a Council  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  and  conferred  the  degrees  on  twenty-one  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Halifax  and  nearby  towns,  after  which  they  were 
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demi'tted  and  with  three  others,  making  twenty-four,  acting 
under  your  Dispensation,  Roanoke  Council  was  formed. 

The  evening  ended  with  a sumptuous  banquet  tendered  the 
visiting  and  home  Companions  by  Thrice  Illustrious  Master 
Gowen,  at  his  home. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a very  valuable  paper  read  by 
Companion  Gowen,  the  first  Thrice  Illustrious  .Master  of  the 
new  Council,  giving  the  early  history  of  Masonry  in  Halifax 
and  of  Roanoke  Council  in  particular.  The  Companions  are  de~ 
sirious  of  retaining  their  original  number  and  as  there  is  now 
no  Council  in  this  State  known  as  No.  1,  I would  recommend 
to  the  Grand  Council  that  when  a Charter  is  issued  them,  it 
shall  be  known  as  No.  1.  Fraternally  submitted,

ADDRESS  DELIVERED  BY  HARRY  W.  GOWEN,  AT  THE 
REORGANIZATION  OF  ROANOKE  COUNCIL,  ROYAL 
AND  SELECT  MASTER'S,  MASONIC  TEMPLE, 
HALIFAX,  N.  C.,  FEBRUARY  15,  1910. 

Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master,  Smallbones: 

I have  been  requested  by  the  Companions  who  are  to  constitute 
the  Membership  of  the  Reorganized  Roanoke  Council,  to  present 
to  you  the  original  Charter  and  book  of  minutes  of  this,  the  First 
Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  North  Carolina,  and  to 
request,  through  you,  of  the  Grand  Council  to  restore  to  this 
Council  its  ancient  place  of  honor  as  'No.  1 in  the  Councils  of 
the  State,  and  before  proceeding  to  the  pleasant  duty  of  present- 
ing these  precious  documents  to  your  temporary  keeping,  I feel 
that  lit  is  my  duty  and  privilege  to  speak  briefly  of  the  history 
of  the  three  bodies  that  called  this  ancient  Masonic  Temple  HOME 
— Royal  White  Hart  Lodge  No.  2,  Roanoke  Chapter  No.  4,  and 
Roanoke  Council  No.  1. 

On  April  2,  17  64,  your  illustrious  townsman,  Cornelius  Hart- 
nett, Grand  Master  of  the  Lodge  at  Wilmington  (he  is  accorded 
that  title  in  the  Dispensation)  granted  a Dispensation  to  certain 
Master  Masons  to  open  a Lodge  of  Master  Masons  at  Marsh 
Swamp,  wihich  was  four  miles  from  Halifax.  It  is  evident  that 
they  found  it  more  convenient  to  meet  in  the  town  of  Halifax 
and  on  April  20,  17  64,  they  met  at  the  house  of  David  London 
and  from  that  date  until  the  present  have  continued  to  meet  in 
the  town  of  Halifax.  As  this  meeting  of  April  20,  17  64,  was 
the  first  meeting  held  under  the  Hartnett  Dispensation,  it  is 
evident  .that  no  meetings  were  ever  held  at  Marsh  Swamp.  At 
this  time  the  Lodge  was  not  known  as  Royal  White  Hart  Lodge, 
but  is  referred  to  in  the  minutes  as  “a  Masonic  Lodge.”  Among 
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the  members  of  that  Lodge  was  one  Joseph  Montfort  who  was 
shortly  after  elected  Master  of  the  Lodge,  and  the  Lodge  was 
named  Royal  White  Hart  Lodge,  after  London’s  most  famous  Blue 
Lodge,  of  which  lodge  the  royalty  and  nobility  of  England  were 
alone  members.  The  following  are  the  minutes  of  the  meeting- 
held  on  May  20,  17  68: 

“The  Lodge  being  opened  in  ample  form,  the  Worshipful 
Master  produced  a Charter  from  the  Grand  Master  of  England, 
to  wit:  Henry  Somerset,  Duke  of  Beaufort  and  Grand  Master 

of  Masons  in  England,  appointing  the  above  named  Joseph  Mont- 
fort, Master,  Joseph  Long,  Senior  Warden,  and  Matthew  Brown 
Junior  Warden,  a regular  constituted  lodge  of  free  and  accepted 
Masons  by  the  name  of  Royal  White  Hart  Lodge  at  the  town 
of  Halifax  and  Province  North  Carolina,  the  same  bearing  date 
at  London  the  21st  of  March,  A.  L.  57  67,  the  same  being  No.  403 
in  the  list  of  English  lodges  regularly  constituted,  upon  which 
the  question  was  put,  whether  the  same  should  Ibe  admitted,  and 
it  was  then  unanimously  and  gratefully  received  and  it  was  order- 
ed that  the  Secretary  write  a letter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England,  returning  thanks  for  the  honor  which  the  Grand  Master 
had  been  pleased  to  confer  on  them.  Then  in  order  that  the 
lodge  should  be  opened  agreeable  to  the  said  charter,  this  lodge 
was  closed.” 

(Signed)  JOSEPH  MONTFORT, 

Master. 

You  will  note  that  they  were  chartered  under  the  name  Royal 
White  Hart  by  the  Duke  of  Beaufort,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England,  and  her  greatest  peer  whose  titles  were  as 
follows:  Henry  Somerset,  Duke  of  Beaufort,  Marquis  and  Earl  of 
Worcester,  Earl  of  Glamorgan,  Viscount  Grosmont,  Baron  Herbert, 
Lord  of  Ragland,  Chepstow  and  Gower,  Baron  Beaufort  of  Calde- 
cot  Castle,  Grand  Master  of  the  Most  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Society  of  Free’  and  Accepted  Masons.  Thus,  we  see  that  they 
might  well  be  proud  of  the  honor  the  Grand  Master  had  been 
pleased  to  confer  upon  them.  First,  the  honor  of  a charter  direct 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  It  was  not  the  custom  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  to  issue  Charters  direct  to  Blue  Lodges, 
by  any  means.  America  was  well  supplied  with  local,  provin- 
cial Grand  Masters  appointed  for  the  different  provinces  and 
sections,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  referred  all  applica- 
tions for  charters  to  these  local  authorities.  Second,  The  great 
honor  of  having  the  lodge  named  by  Beaufort  himself,  “Royal 
White  Hart  Lodge.”  In  those  days  of  royalty  worship  this  was 
an  honor  that  it  is  impossible  for  Masons  of  today  to  understand 
and  appreciate,  but  the  favors  of  the  Grand  Master  of  England 
were  not  to  end  here.  Let  us  read  the  minutes  of  the  meeting 
held  on  March  13,  177  2: 
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“Brother  Joseph  Montfort  visited  the  Lodge  and  produced 
a charter  from  the  Grand  Master  of  England,  the  Duke  of  Beau- 
fort, etc.,  dated  January  14,  A.  L.  5771,  A.  D.  1771,  appointing 
him  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  America,  which  was  recognized 
and  he  was  accordingly  congratulated  by  the  Lodge  and  offered 
the  chair,  which  he  declined.” 

This  commission  appointing  Joseph  Montfort  Provincial  Grand 
Master  of  and  for  America,  was  presented  by  Royal  White  Hart 
Lodge  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  on  March  27,  1812, 
by  request  of  its  Grand  Master,  Robert  Williams,  and  is  now 
preserved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  in  a fire  proof 
vault,  the  one  priceless,  peerless  Masonic  treasure  of  this  conti- 
nent. 

No  other  patent  was  ever  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England, 
either  ancient  or  modern,  appointing  any  other  man  Provincial 
Grand  Master  of  America.  All  other  Provincial  Grand  Masters 
in  America  were  appointed  for  this  or  that  province,  or  for  North 
America  where  no  other  local  Provincial  Grand  Master  presided. 
Mortfort’s  commission  was  absolute,  of  and  for  America  without 
limit  or  restriction.  ,He  was  the  first,  the  last,  the  only  Grand 
Master  of  and  for  America,  and  the  highest  Masonic  official  that 
ever  held  sway  on  this  continent.  On  yonder  wall  is  a fac-similie 
reproduction  of  that  commission,  and  we  have  brought  to  this 
meeting  from  its  safe  repository  in  the  vault  of  Halifax  the 
original  charter  of  Royal  White  Hart  Lodge  that  you  also  may 
view  the  honor  which  the  Grand  Master  had  been  pleased  to 
confer  on  them. 

I reverently  call  your  attention  to  the  Holy  Bible  that  was 
printed  in  London  in  17  60  and  which  has  laid  upon  the  altar  of 
Royal  White  Hart  Lodge  since  17  64 — to  the  Master's  chair  that 
was  purchased  by  Royal  White  Hart  Lodge  in  17  65 — to  the 
Candle  Sticks  purchased  for  11  English  pounds  in  1784 — and  to 
the  large  Masonic  chart  hanging  on  yonder  wall  that  was  painted 
in  London,  purchased  by  Joseph  Mortfort  and  presented  to  Royal 
White  Hart  Lodge  by  him  on  March  14,  1771.  Since  that  far 
distant  date  how  many  entered  apprentices,  think  you,  have  gazed 
upon  its  emblems? 

You  have  heard  that  it  was  the  custom  of  Joseph  Montfort 
to  assemble  his  lodge  in  the  Temple  at  sunrise  on  the  feast  days 
of  Holy  Saints  Johns.  We  have  brought  to  the  Temple  one  of 
the  printed  notices  for  your  examination;  also  a printed  notice 
of  the  dates  of  meetings  of  the  Blue  Lodge,  Chapter  and  Council 
1882.  You  will  note  that  they  met  on  Sunday,  which  was  the 
regular  custom  of  our  ancient  brothers,  they  regarding  all 
Masonic  work  as  sacred.  Our  brothers  of  the  Scottish  Rites  of 
Free  Masonry  have  selected  for  each  jurisdiction  a certain  city 
which  they  designated  by  the  title  of  the  Grand  East.  Boston 
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is  known  as  the  Grand  East  of  the  Northern  jurisdiction,  and 
Charleston  South  Carolina  the  Grand  East  of  the  Southern  juris- 
diction. To  those  cities  go  those  who  are  fortunate  enough  to 
have  been  .elected  to  take  the  33rd  and  last  degree,  and  you  may 
well  feel  tonight  that'  you  are  in  the  Ancient  Grand  East  of 
America,  where  the  only  Grand  Master  received  his  appointment, 
lived  and  reigned. 

The  subject  of  money  is  always  interesting,  and  if  you  could 
go  through  the  old  account  books  of  these  three  ancient  lodges 
you  would  find  every  evidence  of  the  wealth  of  the  members. 
You  would  read  of  their  banquets  costing  ten  dollars  a plate — 
hew  they  gave  pensions  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  month  to 
Mason’s  widows.  At  one  time  Royal  White  Hart  Dodge  had  thirty- 
six  slaves  left  to  them  in  the  will  of  a brother  who  died  in  the 
West  Indies.  They  were  valued  at  one  thousand  dollars  each. 
Ancient  Halifax  was  a town  of  about  three  thousand  inhabitants, 
and  the  center  of  the  wealth  and  refinement  of  the  State,  and  its 
ancient  colonial  Capitol.  The  banks  of  the  Roanoke  were  lined 
with  brick  warehouses.  It  was  the  head  of  navigation  of 
Roanoke  river,  which  was  alive  with  shipping,  transporting  the 
products  of  the  interior  to  the  sea,  and  returning  laden  with 
goods  to  supply  the  necessities  of  a vast  section  of  the  country. 
So  it  is  natural  that  .Masonry  also  should  have  reached  its 
highest  development  here. 

A few  days  ago  the  grave  of  Grand  Master  Mo.ntfort  was  suc- 
cessfully located  and  his  body  removed  to  the  Masonic  Cemetery. 
The  location  of  his  grave  was  for  a long  time  in  doubt;  it  was 
supposed  he  was  buried  in  the  old  Colonial  Cemetery  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  was  a member,  but  no  stone 
marked  his  resting  place.  Judge  S.  M.  Gary,  Master  of  Royal 
White  Hart  Dodge,  took  several  photographs  of  the  cemetery, 
and  we  took  them  to  Berkley,  Va.,  to  show  to  Mrs.  Mary  E. 
Alston,  his  great  grand  daughter  and  daughter  of  Governor  Bur- 
ton. Mrs.  Alston  was  at  this  time  over  eighty  years  of  age  and 
shortly  afterwards  passed  away.  We  thought  that  by  the  aid 
of  the  photographs  she  could  assist  in  locating  the  position  of 
the  grave.  .She  declared  positively  that  he  was  buried  in  the 
lot  on  which  he  lived,  across  the  street  from  the  cemetery  at  the 
rear  of  his  lot.  His  house,  which  was  a large  two  story  frame 
was  destroyed  by  fire  about  1800.  The  lot  was  known  to  us  by 
tradition,  but  for  proof  Brother  Frederick  Froelich,  Secretary  of 
Royal  White  Hart  Dodge,  searched  the  records  at  the  Register 
of  Deeds  office  and  traced  the  ownership  of  the  property  directly 
back  to  Montfort.  The  rear  of  this  lot  today  is  a cotton  field 
and  there  was  no  evidence  there  of  a grave,  but  several  aged 
persons  residing  in  Halifax  stated  that  many  years  ago  there 
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was  at  that  spot  the  top  of  a large  brick  tomb,  and  we  found  in 
the  field  many  bricks,  and  in  a short  time  we  located  the  grave, 
which  was  bricked  straight  down  to  the  body.  The  grave  was 
on  the  brow  of  a hill  and  was  six  feet  due  east  and  west,  and  six 
feet  perpendicular.  The  soil  and  bricks  were  very  carefully  re- 
moved until  we  were  almost  to  the  remains,  after  which  all  soil 
was  removed  by  Bro.  J.  L.  Weller,  Junior  Warden  of  Royal  White 
Hart  Lodge,  with  a large  spoon;  in  the  light,  dry,  sandy  soil  the 
bones  had  not  decayed  and  were  all  perfect.  We  found  the 
skeleton  of  a man  over  six  feet  and  the  outline  of  the  ancient, 
quaintly  shaped  coffin  was  visible  by  a black  line  in  the  whiter 
sand.  So  careful  was  the  search  made  that  seven  quaint  brass 
pins  were  found,  and  strange  to  say  on  the  skull  a tiny  bit  of 
brown  hair. 

No  jewel,  or  key  to  a jewel  was  found  on  or  about  the  body, 
as  the  old  English  Masters  jewel  of  Royal  White  Hart  Lodge  is 
still  preserved  and  in  use  in  the  Temple. 

We  also  recovered  several  handsful  of  q.uaint  hand-made 
wrought  iron  nails  of  different  sizes,  and  tiny  pieces  of  wood  of 
the  original  coffin,  which  we  preserved  in  envelopes.  The  body 
had  been  buried  134  years,  and  as  before  stated  was  carefully 
removed  to  the  Masonic  Cemetery  where  a suitable  memorial  is 
to  be  erected  by  the  Joseph  Montfort  Memorial  Committee,  of 
w,hom  Grand  Master  Samuel  M.  Gattis,  of  Hillsboro,  N.  C.,  is 
Treasurer,  and  who  will  receive  and  receipt  for  all  contributions 
for  this  purpose.  Grand  Master  Montfort  was  the  first  of  his 
family  to  die  at  the  age  of  52,  with  what  is  now  known  as  appen- 
dicitis. iAt  the  time  of  his  death  he  was,  besides  being  Grand 
Master  of  America,  Treasurer  of  the  Province  of  North  Carolina 
and  Colonel  of  Colonial  Troops.  No  other  grave  is  on  the  lot  and 
no  other  body  was  buried  there,  for  the  Revolutionary  war  scat- 
tered his  family  and  they  removed  from  Halifax.  The  bones 
exhumed  have  been  examined  by  eminent  physicians  and  cor- 
respond exactly  to  his  age  of  52,  and  there  is  not  the  slightest 
doubt  that  they  are  the  bones  of  the  Right  Worshipful  Joseph 
Montfort. 

And  so  we  find  the  higher  bodies  of  Masonry  later  in  1821, 
first  organized  in  this  State  in  this  Temple.  Roanoke  Chapter 
No.  14  was  chartered  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  in  1821. 
Among  the  charter  members  of  this  Chapter  and  its  first  High 
Priest  was  Edmund  B.  Freeman,  a most  enthusiastic  Mason.  It 
was  he  who  ordered  the  paraphernalia  and  jewels  for  the  Chapter 
in  1822  in  New  Haven,  Conn.  He  was  instrumental  in  forming 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Carolina.  In  1823  and  1824  he  was 
Grand  King,  and  afterward  Grand  Treasurer  for  several  years. 

I will  read  you  the  Charter  of  Roanoke  Chapter  No.  14,  issued 
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by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  on  the  6th  day  of  December, 
A.  D.  1821,  that  you  may  note  its  quaint  and  beautiful  language. 

WE 

Most  Excellent James  Penn Grand  High  Priest. 

Most  Excellent M.  Cooke Grand  King. 

Most  Excellent George  Cabell Grand  Scribe. 

To  All  Whom  These  Presents  May  Concern,  Greeting : 

WHEREAS,  It  hath  been  duly  represented  to  us,  that  in  the 
Town  of  Halifax,  North  Carolina,  there  reside  a number  of  Com- 
panions, Royal  Arch  Masons,  who  are  desirous  o.f  associating 
together,  agreeably  to  the  Constitution  of  Ancient  Masonry;  and 
it  appearing  to  us  to  be,  for  the  increase  and  promotion  of  the 
Royal  Art,  that  the  said  Companions  should  be  encouraged,  and 
properly  enabled  to  proceed  and  work  as  heretofore  they  have 
been  accustomed.  Now  therefore, 

KNOW  YE,  That  WE,  the  said  Most  Excellent  James  Penn, 
Grand  High  Priest,  Most  Excellent  Mordeoai  Cooke,  Grand  King, 
and  Most  Excellent  George  Cabell,  Grand  Scribe,  of  the  Most 
Ancient  and  Honorable  Society  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  for  the 
Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  and  the  Masonic  Jurisdiction  there- 
unto belonging,  by  and  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  testified  toy  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said 
Grand  Chapter;  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  our  worthy 
Companions,  Edmund  B.  Freeman,  Most  Reverend  High  Priest; 
Robert  Fenner,  King;  and  Elisha  H.  Eure,  Scribe;  together  with 
all  such  other  Companions  as  are  now,  or  may  at  any  time  here- 
after become  members,  a just,  true,  regular,  and  warranted 
Chapter  of  ROYAL  ARCH  MASONS,  according  to  the  old  Consti- 
tution by  the  name,  title,  and  designation  of  Roanoke  Chapter 
No.  14. 

And  further  do  hereby  require  and  ordain,  all  regular  Chapters 
to  receive,  acknowledge,  and  respect  them  as  such;  hereby  grant- 
ing and  committing  to  them  and  their  successors  in  office,  full 
power  and  authority  to  open  and  hold  a Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  and  toy  virtue  of  these  presents,  to  confer  the  Mark 
Master,  Past  Master,  Most  Excellent  Master,  and  Royal  Arch 
Degrees  of  Masonry,  according  to  the  known  and  established 
customs  and  practices  of  Ancient  Masonry,  and  no  otherwise:  and 
also,  to  elect  and  choose  High  Priests,  Kings,  Scribes,  and  other 
Officers,  annually,  at  such  time  or  times  as  to  them  shall  seem 
most  proper.  And  also,  to  exact  from  their  members,  such  con- 
tributions as  they  shall  judge  necessary,  for  the  support  of  their 
Chapter,  the  relief  of  their  companions  in  distress,  and  fees  to 
the  Grand  Chapter  fund,  agreeably  to  the  constitution  of  Masonry, 
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and  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia;  recommending 
to  the  companions  aforesaid,  to  reverence  and  obey  their  superiors 
in  all  things  lawful  and  honest,  as  becomes  the  honour  and 
harmony  of  Masons;  and  to  record  in  their  chapter-book  this 
present  charter,  with  their  own  private  regulations  and  by-laws, 
and  their  whole  acts  and  proceedings,  from  time  to  time,  as  they 
occur;  and  by  no  means  to  desert  their  said  chapter  hereby  con- 
stituted, or  form  themselves  into  separate  meetings,  without  the 
consent  and  approbation  of  their  High  Priest,  King  and  Scribe: 
All  which,  by  acceptance  hereof,  they  are  holden  and  engaged  to 
observe.  And  the  companions  aforesaid,  by  accepting  hereof, 
acknowledge  and  recognize  the  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  King, 
Grand  Scribe,  and  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  as  their  superiors, 
and  shall  pay  due  regard  to  all  such  instructions  and  recom- 
mendations as  they  have,  or  shall  hereafter  receive  from  them. 
And  they  are  hereby  also  required  to  correspond  with  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Virginia,  and  to  attend  the  meetings  thereof  by  their 
proxies  or  deputies,  authorized  under  the  signature  of  their  Sec- 
retary, and  the  seal  of  their  Chapter.  And  for  the  more  effectual 
preservation  of  these  presents,  the  same  are  hereby  directed  to 
be  recorded  in  the  books  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

In  Testimony  Whereof,  we  have  herein  superscribed  our  names, 
and  caused  our  Grand  Secretary  to  subscribe  his  name  and  affix 
the  Grand  Seal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia. 

Done  at  Richmond  State  of  Virginia,  this  Sixth  day  of 
December  Anno  Luci;s  5821,  Anno  Domini  1821,  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  23  51.

E.  B.  Freeman  was  our  first  High  Priest  and  in  1821  there  were 
35  members  of  Roanoke  Chapter.  In  1824  he  was  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Carolina.  The  Grand 
Chapter  met  at  Tarboro  on  June  23rd,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
session  passed  a vote  of  thanks  to  the  Tarboro  Chapter  for  the 
use  of  that  hall  and  to  Roanoke  Chapter,  Halifax,  for  the  use  of 
their  furniture.  The  jewels  of  Roanoke  Chapter  are  on  exhi- 
bition here  this  evening,  and  are  priceless  relics,  being  the  first 
jewels  purchased  by  any  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in 
North  Carolina,  and  used  by  the  First  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
State.  Some  years  ago  they  were  presented  to  Enfield  Chapter, 
and  to  me  it  is  a matter  of  regret  that  the  Chapter  at  that 
place  was  not  named  Roanoke  Chapter.  I am  informed  a Chapter 
is  soon  to  be  formed  at  Jackson  and  I hope  the  Companions  of 
that  Chapter  when  formed  will  name  it  Roanoke  Chapter;  that 
the  old  name  Roanoke  Chapter  shall  again  take  its  place  among 
the  Chapters  of  the  State. 
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At  the  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Virginia  held  in  the  -city  of  Richmond,  January  17,  1820,  among 
the  visitors  was  Companion  James  Cushman,  High  Priest  of 
Franklin  Chapter  No.  4,  of  Norwich,  Connecticut.  At  this  meet- 
ing the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

“Resolved  that  our  enlightened  Companion  James  Cushman, 
High  Priest  of  Franklin  -Chapter  No.  4,  State  of  Connecticut,  be 
requested  to  exemplify  the  mode  of  work  at  present  adopted  by 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States;  it  appearing 
from  his  credentials  that  he  is  fully  competent.  Whereupon 
Companion  Cushman  complied  and  his  exemplification  was  fully 
approved  and  he  was  duly  elected  Grand  Lecturer  and  authoriz- 
ed to  visit  and  instruct  the  Chapters  under  his  jurisdiction.” 

He  was  re-elected  and  re-appointed  Grand  Lecturer  for  several 
years.  In  1819  the  Grand  Council  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
was  formed  and  the  Charters  issued  by  Jermy  L.  Cross  were 
recognized,  and  James  Cushman  was  elected  Grand  Principal 
Conductor.  Having  spoken  as  fully  of  the  Grand  positions  held 
by  Edmund  B.  Freeman  and  James  Cushman  as  my  limited  time 
and  opportunity  for  research  will  permit,  I will  speak  briefly  of 
the  life  and  services  to  the  Masonry  of  Jermy  L.  Cross,  who 
was  born  -at  Haverhill,  N.  H.,  on  June  27,  17  83,  and  died  at  the 
same  place  in  1861.  Josiah  Drummond,  33rd  Degree  active, 
the  great  Masonic  Historian  of  Maine,  says  of  him: 

“Brother  Cross,  to  whom  the  rapid  general  dissemination  of 
the  Cryptic  Degrees  is  due  in  a large  section  of  the  United  States, 
was  made  a Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Champlain  Chapter  No.  2, 
St.  Albans,  Vermont  July  11,  1815,  while  engaged  in  lecturing 
the  lodges.  Brother  Drummond  has  traced  the  course  of  this 
great  Masonic  pioneer  by  his  letters  yet  preserved  from  Baltimore 
through  Western  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Mississippi  and 
Louisiana,  and  thence  to  Baltimore,  May  1817,  everywhere  con- 
ferring the  degrees.  He  afterward  went  North  through  Pennsyl- 
vania and  New  York  and  then  East.  It  is  certain  that  the  result, 
of  his  work  was  of  greatest  value  to  Cryptic  Masonry.  Drum- 
mond holds  that  the  first  permanent  body  of  Select  Masons  was 
formed  by  Cros-s  at  Windsor,  Vermont,  July  5,  1817.  After 
founding  others  at  Bradford,  Vermont  and  Hopkinton,  New 
Hampshire,  he  started  in  September  1817  to  visit  New 
Jersey,  Delaware  and  Virginia.  While  in  Washington,  District 
of  Columbia,  he  was  appointed  Grand  Visitor  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  -Connecticut,  and  went  to  that  State  early  in  1818.  He 
spent  part  of  the  winter  in  Virginia  -forming  two  Councils.  May 
27,  1818,  he  gave  a warrant  for  a Council  in  -Springfield,  Massa- 
chusetts. “Also  the  well-known  Masonic  authority  and  historian, 
Albert  Mackey,  says  of  Jermy  L.  Cross:  “He  established  a Grand 
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Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  at  Richmond,  Va.,  in  1820.” 
With  the  exception  of  one  letter  I will  not  take  up  your  time 
in  the  reading  of  ancient  documents.  But  this  letter  is  of  such 
surpassing  interest  that  I cannot  refrain: 

New  Haven,  Conn.,  June  29,  1822. 
Edmon  B.  Freeman,  Esq.,  Halifax,  N.  C., 

Worthy  Companion, 

Sir: — 1 now  have  the  pleasure  of  informing  you  that  those 
articles  for  your  Chapter  are  all  done  and  ready  to  be  shipped. 
I shall  send  them  to  New  York  on  Monday’s  packet  to  be  shipped 
by  the  first  conveyance  to  Petersburg,  Virginia,  in  the  care  of 
Hamilton,  Simon  & Parnell,  Commission  Merchants,  to  be  sent 
to  you.  I am  in  hopes  they  will  arrrive  safe.  There  is  one  box 
containing  the  candle  stick.  One  box  the  burning  brush  in 
the  ark.  The  other  box  contains  the  following  aritcles: 


3 Robes  for  the  first  three  officers  at $100.00 

Crown  and  Breast  Plate 30.00 

Miter  and  Turban,  one  set  12  jewels  including  collar 

and  signet 50.00 

6 Robes  and  6 Caps 50.00 

1 Robe  and  one  Cap  for  the  Tyler 9.00 

1 Septer 7.00 

The  Ark 39.00 


I have  sent  you  a robe  and  a cap  for  the  Tyler  more  than  was 
agreed  upon.  I have  also  sent  you  in  the  same  box  2 0 Royal 
Arch  and  Select  Masters’  Aprons  at  $5.00  per  apron,  whioh  you 
will  be  good  enough  to  dispose  of  to  the  Companions  on  my 
account,  should  they  be  such  as  would  suit.  The  cash  also  for 
the  extra  robe  you  may  remit  to  me  in  any  way  that  you  may 
make  it  convenient. 

Brother  James  Cushman  visited  me  last  week  and  paid  me 
$276.00  on  account  of  the  robes,  etc.  I shall  expect  to  receive 
a letter  from  you  on  the  arrival  of  the  articles  informing  me 
how  they  answer  your  expectations.  I am,

P.  S.  The  articles  would  have  been  sent  fifteen  days  ago  but 
I have  been  disappointed  in  obtaining  the  ark  which  was  made 
at  Hartford. 

These  jewels  are  here  tonight  and  you  can  judge  whether  or 
not  they  met  the  expectations  -of  the  Companions  of  Roanoke 
Chapter. 

Having  traced  briefly  the  Grand  Powers  vested  in  these  three 
Illustrious  Companions,  Edmund  B.  Freeman,  James  Cushman 
and  Jermy  L.  Cross,  I present  to  you  this  priceless  relic,  the 
original  Charter  of  Roanoke  Council  No.  1,  together  with  book 
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of  minutes  of  the  Council,  which  you  will  And  as  perfectly  pre- 
served as  when  the  last  entry  was  made  in  1834.  The  Charter 
is  in  the  handwriting  of  Edmund  B.  Freeman.  It  is  signed  by 
James  Cushman,  Deputy  Grand  Puisant,  by  order  of  Thrice 
Illustrious  Jermy  L.  Cross,  and  Charters  Roanoke  Council  in 
the  following  language: 

To  All  To  Whom  These  Presents  Shall  Come,  Greeting: 

“KNOW  YE,  That  by  the  High  Powers  in  me  vested,  by  Thrice 
Illustrious  Jermy  L.  Cross,  Deputy  Grand  Puisant,  I do  by  these 
presents  constitute  and  establish  a Council  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  in  the  town  and  county  of  Halifax,  in  the  state  of 
North  Carolina,  and  do  appoint  my  worthy  and  well  beloved  Com- 
panions Edmund  B.  Freeman  as  First  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand 
Master;  Robert  Fenner,  First  Deputy  Illustrious  Grand  Master, 
and  Elisha  H.  Eure,  First  Principal  Conductor;  and  do  hereby 
authorize  and  empower  them  to  open  and  hold  a Council  in  the 
•town  aforesaid  by  the  name  of  Roanoke  Council  No.  1,  and  con- 
fer the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  and  do  all  other 
business  appertaining  thereunto;  they  conforming  in  all  their 
doings  to  the  General  Regulation  of  Royal  Select  Masters.

CORRESPONDENCE  REPORT 


To  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Council  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina : 

We  herewith  submit  the  Report  on  Correspondence  and 
note  with  regret  that  several  of  the  proceedings,  viz: 
Arkansas,  Canada,  Maryland,  Michigan,  New  Jersey, 
Rhode  Island,  Tennessee,  Texas  and  Washington  have 
failed  to  put  in  an  appearance.  If  they  come  before  this 
copy  is  sent  to  the  press  we  may  be  able  to  get  them  in  the 
report.  We  give  the  list  at  the  close.  We  begin  as  usual 
at  Alabama. 

ALABAMA. 

72nd  Annual.  Montgomery.  Dec.  Oth,  1909. 

All  of 'the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  except  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  with  five  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives from  nineteen  States,  Companion  W.  H.  Dingley 
representing  North  Carolina. 

The  address  of  the  M.  E.  Grand  Master  (Opp),  shows 
that  the  Cryptic  Rite  is  not  in  a very  good  condition  in 
Alabama,  though  he  thinks  the  statistics  will  show  that  they 
have  gained  a little.  You  are  not  alone.  Companion,  for 
these  small  degrees,  though  valuable,  are  not  appreciated 
as  they  should  be  by  the  Companions  of  the  Royal  Arch. 
He  had  very  little  to  report.  He  had  appointed  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives to  several  of  the  States,  and  owing  to  peace 
and  harmony  dwelling  with  them  during  the  year  no  ques- 
tions had  been  submitted  for  Decision.  No  Dispensations 
had  been  asked  for  or  granted  during  the  year.  He  attend- 
ed the  General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters 
at  Savannah,  Ga.,  and  he  states  that  every  Grand  Council 
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California 


in  the  United  States  was  represented  save  one,  and  he 
regrets  that  he  was  the  sole  representative  of  Alabama. 
Well,  Companion,  were  you  not  enough  to  answer  when 
your  name  was  called  ? There  was  not  very  much  to  do 
anyhow. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $287.49,  and 
the  Grand  Recorder,  the  omnipotent  Beauchamp,  for  we 
find  he  is  always  where  lie  can  make  himself  useful,  if  not 
ornamental,  gives  a report  of  the  financial  condition,  which 
we  will  not  copy  here. 

We  note  that  the  Grand  Council  of  Alabama  conferred 
the  Cryptic  Degree  on  the  candidates  presented  for  the 
work.  We  do  not  allow  that  here,  but  if  any  candidates 
have  been  elected  in  the  Subordinate  Councils,  we  call  off 
the  Grand  Council  from  labor  and  let  the  local  Council 
confer  the  Degrees  though  in  the  presence  of  the  Grand 
Council.  We  like  that  better.

CALIFORNIA. 

49tii  Annual.  San  Francisco.  April  19th,  1909. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reports  all  the  Grand 
Officers  present,  with  fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand 
Representatives  of  seventeen  States,  (North  Carolina  miss- 
ing), and  delegates  from  thirteen  Chartered  Councils  and 
three  U.  D.  Only  three  Councils  were  not  represented. 
The  Grand  Representatives  were  received  and  welcomed 
to  seats  in  the  East. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7pp),  is  well  written 
and  it  is  very  remarkable  to  see  how  much  work  he  had  to 
do  for  the  Cryptic  Rite  during  the  year.  He  says  that  the 
Subordinate  Councils  have  shown  increased  enthusiasm, 


California 
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some  that  have  been  inactive  for  several  years  have  taken 
on  new  life  and  have  become  more  zealous  in  their  efforts 
to  develop  a stronger  faith  in  the  pure  principles  of  the 
Order.  He  states  that  peace  and  harmony  reign  through- 
out the  Jurisdiction  and  prosperity  has  attended  nearly  all 
the  Councils.  That  is  certainly  an  admirable  report  from 
California  and  is  very  encouraging  to  us  in  the  East. 

Four  new  Councils  had  been  started  U.  D. 

He  bows  in  sorrow  over  the  loss  of  forty-three  Illustri- 
ous Companions  from  his  own  Jurisdiction,  and  also  sym- 
pathizes with  those  of  other  Jurisdictions  who  have  lost 
their  honored  and  illustrious  fraters. 

One  Council  was  constituted  and  the  officers  installed 

He  made  visitations  to  fifteen  of  the  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils, which  entitled  him  to  a chromo  or  one  of  Carnegie’s 
prizes  for  heroism.  He  recommended  the  introduction  of 
the  Super-Excellent  Degree  in  all  the  Councils  of  the  State. 
We  are  trying  to  introduce  it  here  in  North  Carolina,  but 
unless  we  get  more  proficiency  in  the  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  we  fear  the  Super-Excellent  will  fare  poorly. 

The  Grand  Recorder,  Companion  T.  A.  Davies,  whom  we 
take  to  be  a chip  of  the  old  block,  William  A.,  makes  a 
report  which  is  full  and  exhaustive  and  he  promises  well 
as  a Grand  Officer.  The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance 
of  $3,812.98.  Very  good  for  California. 

Tbe  Report  on  Correspondence  is  only  twenty-eight 
pages,  and  is  the  able  work  of  Companion  Jas.  B.  Merritt, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee.  He  reviews  the  States  that 
were  on  his  table  and  he  gets  the  pith  of  the  proceedings 
and  shows  how  the  Cryptic  Rite  is  advancing  in  this  country. 
He  gives  North  Carolina  nearly  one  page  of  the  review, 
and  gives  the  disconsolate  views  of  Companion  Neave  and 
encourages  him  to  go  forward.  We  have  been  going  for- 
ward some  little,  Companion,  and  have  strong  hopes  ere 
long  that  the  clouds  will  rift,  the  sun  appear,  and  the 
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dormant  Councils  will  awaken  to  new  life.  He  says  our 
report  is  interesting  and  is  about  on  a par  with  our  former 
efforts.  We  thank  the  Companion  for  his  kindly  notice.

15th  Annual.  Dlnvlr.  Sept.  20th,  1909. 

We  note  that  all  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with 
six  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty- 
one  States,  Companion  J.  C.  Sanford  representing  North 
Carolina,  and  delegates  from  eleven  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7pp),  in  line  print, 
shows  that  quite  an  amount  of  work  was  done  during  the 
year,  and  we  are  glad  to  note  that  the  Cryptic  Rite  is  alive 
in  this'  State.  He  is  thankful  that  there  has  been  no 
calamity,  by  earthquake,  floods  or  pestilence.  Under  the 
head  of  Necrology  he  says  that  the  Dread  Reaper  had  mer- 
cifully spared  the  lives  of  their  official  ranks,  but  that  the 
Constituent  Councils  have  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the 
loss  of  many,  who  by  faithful  service  in  the  S.  V.  have 
left  enduring  memories  upon  the  records  of  their  respective 
Councils.  He  records  the  deaths  in  his  own  and  then  gives 
a list  of  the  distinguished  dead  of  other  Jurisdictions. 

Only  four  Dispensations  were  asked  of  him  and  they 
were  to  install  the  officers  at  a special  assembly,  and  one  to 
change  their  location.  He  made  nine  official  visits  to 
Subordinate  Councils,  which  shows  his  interest  in  the 
Cryptic  Rite.  He  deserves  all  commendation  for  the  ef- 
fort to  increase  an  interest  within  his  borders.  No  Decis- 
ions were  given  during  the  year  and  while  the  increase  in 
membership  had  not  been  as  good  as  hoped  for,  yet  he  was 
pleased  to  note  a substantial  gain  in  several  of  the  Councils 
and  an  increasing  interest  in  the  Rite  generally. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $711.13  and 
the  Grand  Recorder,  Companion  Ernest  LeNeve  Foster, 
who  is  always  where  he  can  do  the  most  good,  makes  an 
interesting  report  and  gives  a net  gain  of  30,  and  a total 
membership  of  678 ; that  there  had  been  work  in  the  nine 
Councils,  there  had  been  an  increase  in  membership  in 
seven,  in  one  there  is  no  change,  whilst  four  show  a decrease.

01  st  Annual.  New  Haven.  May  12th,  1909. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reports  all  the  Grand 
Officers  present  except  the  Chaplain,  Steward  and  Sentinel, 
with  eleven  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives 
of  twenty-four  States  with  Companion  R.  H.  Tucker  rep- 
resenting North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  fifteen  Sub- 
ordinate Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5pp),  shows  that 
something  was  done  during  his  administration.  He  says 
that  since  their  last  meeting  two  of  their  number  had  been 
taken  by  death  and  he  gives  their  names,  viz : John  H.  Bar- 
low,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  James  L.  Gould,  Past  Grand 
Master,  who  passed  to  their  rewards  in  1908  and  1909. 
We  knew  the  first  named  and  valued  his  friendship  in  no 
small  degree.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  grasping  his  hand 
at  Boston  at  the  Triennial  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  gave 
some  notice  of  his  life  and  our  regrets  at  his  death  in  our 
last  report.  He  was  an  able  writer  and  one  of  the  best 
posted  Masons  in  his  line.  A few  Dispensations  were 
granted  to  ballot  on  candidates  at  a special  assembly,  and 
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one  or  two  to  elect  officers,  and  all  for  the  advancement  of 
the  work.  He  visited  nine  Councils  during  the  year  and 
much  good  was  accomplished. 

The  reports  of  the  D.  P.  G.  M. ; T.  I.  G.  M.  and  G.  P.  C. 
of  W.  were  all  encouraging  and  show  that  the  Councils 
were  in  fair  condition  and  hopeful  of  better  results  in  the 
future. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,031.73. 

The  Grand  Recorder,  Companion  James  McCormick, 
who  has  been  for  several  years  in  this  office,  gave  a statis- 
tical report,  which  shows  a gain  of  251. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (37pp),  is  presented  by 
Past  Grand  Master  Companion  G.  A.  Kies,  and  is  a very 
fair  and  compact  report  of  the  States  reviewed.  North 
Carolina  for  1908  received  one  half  page  and  we  think 
that  is  more  than  it  is  entitled  to.  He  notes  our  Grand 
Master  has  brighter  hopes  for  an  increased  interest  in  and 
for  greater  accessions  to  Cryptic  Masonry  in  our  State. 
The  Companion  thinks  that  we  are  one  of  the  sticklers  for 
the  “actual  presence”  of  the  Charter.  Are  you  not  mis- 
taken Companion?  We  do  not  think  it  necessary  for  it 
to  be  in  the  Lodge  Room — the  Master  of  the  Lodge  can 
carry  it  in  his  pocket  if  he  likes — just  as  a preacher  can 
carry  his  credentials  in  his  trunk  or  around  with  him  if 
he  likes.  There  is  no  objection  to  its  being  in  the  Lodge, 
however.

FLORIDA. 

27th  Annual.  Jacksonville.  Jany.  18th,  1907. 

Two  very  good  portraits  are  found  on  the  initial  pages, 
viz:  Companion  Louis  C.  Massey,  Grand  Master  1906-1907, 
and  Companion  John  H.  Norton,  Grand  Master  in  1908. 
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The  former  is  a face  of  a young  man,  comparatively,  with 
a vigorous  growth  of  hair  and  makes  a handsome  picture. 
The  latter  represents  the  last  century,  being  older  in  years, 
and  on  the  lapel  of  his  coat  we  see  a button  and  wonder  if 
one  of  his  age  has  been  captivated  by  the  Shrine. 

There  are  several  officers  absent  from  the  opening  of  the 
Grand  Council,  viz:  R.  I.  Deputy  Grand  Master;  R.  I. 
Grand  P.  C.  of  the  Work;  I.  G.  Captain  of  the  Guard;  and 
the  I.  G.  Conductor  of  the  Council  and  the  I.  Grand  Mar- 
shal. So  many  absentees  must  have  paralyzed  the  opening 
ceremonies.  It  would  in  our  Jurisdiction,  we  are  confi- 
dent. There  were  also  present  Grand  Representatives  of 
ten  States,  (North  Carolina  missing),  and  delegates  from 
three  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Grand  Master’s  address  (8pp),  does  not  indicate 
that  much  had  been  done  during  his  administration,  and 
still  what  was  required  at  his  hands  was  well  done.  He 
says  the  Grand  Council  has  been  particularly  unfortunate 
in  the  loss  or  destruction  of  its  records.  Many  years  ago 
the  first  minute  book  was  lost,  and  prior  to  1890  the  manu- 
script proceedings  for  three  years  had  also  disappeared, 
and  for  these  years  the  loss  is  irrevocable,  because  they  had 
not  been  printed.  What  remained  of  the  records  had  been 
burned  in  1892  and  he  has  been  searching  around  trying 
to  find  these  lost  records. 

Under  Necrology  he  reports  that  M.  Ill  Companion  Geo. 
S.  Hallmark  was  taken  by  death  in  1906.  He  gives  a good 
account  of  him  as  a Mason,  and  he  was  at  one  time  E.  Com- 
mander of  the  Grand  Commandery.  He  also  had  to  record 
the  death  of  R.  111.  Companion  J.  W.  V.  R.  Plummer,  and 
owing  to  the  loss  of  records  he  was  unable  to  give  his 
Masonic  history. 

One  Council  U.  D.  was  started  and  it  has  been  working 
under  his  own  supervision  in  the  city  where  he  lived  and  he 
is  gratified  at  its  progress  and  the  interest  of  its  members. 
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The  Grand  Recorder,  Companion  Webster,  whose  name 
is  not  strange  to  us,  gives  a statistical  report  of  his  office. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $155.38. 

A Charter  was  granted  to  one  Council,  which  was  opened, 
duly  constituted  and  the  officers  installed. 

As  an  Appendix  to  the  Grand  Master’s  address  there  is 
a historical  notice  of  the  first  Annual  Assembly  in  1858 
and  so  on  down  from  memory,  and  an  effort  will  be  made 
to  reprint  the  proceedings  down  to  the  present  date.

28th  Annual.  Jacksonville.  May  12th,  1908. 

The  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  G.  P.  Conductor  of  Work,  I. 
Grand  Steward  and  I.  Grand  Sentinel  were  absent  from 
the  roll  of  Grand  Officers.  There  were  Grand  Represen- 
tatives of  fourteen  States,  (North  Carolina  missing),  and 
delegates  from  four  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Grand  Master  being  very  much  engaged  in  a bitter 
fight  of  a political  nature,  was  unable  to  attend.  How- 
ever, he  sent  his  address,  which  was  very  short,  and  all  he 
had  to  say  is  a little  over  two  pages.  He  says  that  they 
now  have  Councils  at  Pensacola,  Tallahassee,  Jacksonville, 
Daytona,  Orlando,  Bartow  and  Plant  City,  seven  in  all, 
and  he  looks  for  a steady  growth.  He  states  that  no  city 
in  the  State  has  more  than  one  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  some 
of  the  larger  places  can  hardly  support  one.  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives were  appointed  to  several  of  the  States.  He 
constituted  Orlando  Council  No.  5 and  installed  the  officers.

Grand  Marshal,  I.  Grand  Steward  and  I Grand  Sentinel, 
quite  a large  number  of  absentees.  Grand  Representatives 
of  fifteen  States,  (North  Carolina  missing),  and  delegates 
from  five  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Grand  Master’s  address  (3pp),  states  that  the  year 
has  been  one  of  harmony,  peace  and  quiet  among  the  Com- 
panions.

66th  Annual.  Macon.  April  27th,  1909. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  two  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives  from  seventeen  States, 
with  Companion  T.  M.  Rushin  representing  North  Carolina, 
and  delegates  from  eighteen  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (8pp),  is  well  written 
and  in  the  outset  he  says  that  they  have  never  had  more 
cause  for  exultation  and  happiness,  on  account  of  the  prog- 
ress and  peace  extending  throughout  the  State.  He  refers

to  the  recent  unparallelled  trip  of  our  indomitable  and  fear- 
less American  navy  around  the  world.  He  states  that  the 
early  history  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  Georgia  is  involved  in 
great  obscurity,  owing  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  records 
have  been  destroyed  or  lost.  He  then  gives  a sort  of 
disquisition  on  the  Royal  and  Select  Degrees  and  thinks 
that  those  who  have  taken  these  may  be  considered  as  truly 
fortunate.  He  goes  on  to  give  the  date  and  origin  of  the 
Council  Degrees  and  makes  quotations  from  the  “New 
Age”  published  by  Council  A.  and  A.  S.  Rite  of  Washing- 
ton. He  then  refers  to  the  origin  and  date  of  the  Super- 
Excellent  Degree,  but  we  have  not  space  to  copy  all  his 
remarks. 

He  says  that  the  death  angel  had  not  visited  their  ranks 
but  that  the  sister  Jurisdictions  had  suffered  greatly,  and 
he  then  gives  a list  of  the  distinguished  dead. 

No  Decisions  were  made  as  no  questions  had  been  sub- 
mitted to  him.

We  note  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Chaplain 
were  absent  from  the  list- of  Grand  Officers;  all  the  rest 
were  present,  with  sixteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Rep-

resentatives  of  nineteen  States,  (North  Carolina  missing), 
and  delegates  from  forty-one  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (4pp),  shows  that  he 
did  not  have  a rest  all  the  time  but  that  he  had  some  work 
to  do  in  this  large  Cryptic  field.  He  is  pleased  to  state  that 
no  deaths  have  occurred  among  the  Past  Grand  Masters  or 
in  the  official  circle,  but  in  other  Jurisdictions  the  “Grim 
Reaper"  has  done  its  work  and  he  gives  a list. 

He  issued  what  he  calls  an  “Encyclical."  dividing  the 
State  into  nine  arches  and  appointing  Companions  with 
assistants  for  the  same,  lint  he  was  disappointed  for  no 
work  had  been  done  except  in  two  of  the  arches.  Harmony 
prevails  in  every  part  of  the  Jurisdiction  and  they  are 
steadily  advancing  though  not  so  much  as  in  former  years. 

Dispensations  were  granted  to  ballot  on  petitions  out 
of  the  regular  time  to  several  of  the  Councils  and  some  to 
hold  their  Annual  Assemblies  at  other  dates  than  those 
appointed.  He  constituted  Woodlawn  Council  No.  72  and 
says  the  duty  was  a most  pleasant  one  and  he  was  received 
with  all  the  honors  due  his  rank.  He  visited  only  four 
Councils  during  the  year  but  he  did  good  work  for  each 
one. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $7,021.30. 

Companion  Warvelle,  Grand  Recorder  ( and  a good  one 
he  is),  gives  a full  report  and  shows  at  a glance  all  that  was 
done  of  interest  in  his  office.  From  the  annual  returns  of 
Subordinate  Councils  we  find  that  the  gain  for  the  year  was 
373,  with  a total  membership  of  6,211. 

The  Committee  on  Obituaries  gives  a very  full  history  of 
each  one  of  the  Illustrious  dead  in  other  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  seems  to  be  a very  important  char- 
acter in  this  State,  and  he  is  disappointed  in  not  receiving- 
more  liberal  responses  from  Councils  outside  of  the  city 
of  Chicago,  though  he  did  good  work  and  much  of  it  dur- 
ing the  year. 
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The  Report  on  Correspondence  (32pp),  is  very  short  but 
sweet,  and  is  by  that  prince  of  reporters,  Companion  Geo. 
W.  Warvelle.  It  is  a review  of  thirty  States  and  he  gives 
North  Carolina  for  1908  about  two  inches  of  space  and 
about  three  inches  for  1909.  He  is  very  correct  in  stating 
that  our  proceedings  do  not  furnish  much  information  for 
a story  and  we  agree  with  him;  still,  Companion,  we  are 
doing  our  level  best  to  keep  up  with  the  procession  though 
our  steps  are  halting  and  irregular  and  we  appear  to  be 
falling  on  the  way,  but  you  watch  our  proceedings  and  you 
will  find  that  we  are  doing  something  and  making  some 
little  advancement.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shows  that 
all  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  six  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  nineteen  States  with 
Companion  Chas.  Balch  representing  North  Carolina,  and 
delegates  of  all  the  sixty-three  Subordinate  Councils.  What 
State  can  do  better  than  that  ? 

The  portrait  of  the  Grand  Master  on  the  initial  page  is 
well  executed  and  seems  to  be  a good  likeness  for  this  rep- 
resentative of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (8pp),  is  a capital 
paper.  He  congratulates  the  Grand  Council  on  the  condi- 
tion of  Subordinate  Councils  in  the  State,  and  he  thinks 
that  the  inspections  provided  at  the  session  a year  ago  is 
bearing  good  fruit  and  will  do  more  and  more  as  the  years 
go  by.  He  recommends  that  the  Grand  Commandery  of 
the  State  of  Indiana  make  a requirement  for  membership 
in  the  Subordinate  Councils  of  the  State,  and  he  thinks  this 
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would  add  dignity  to  the  Cryptic  work,  and  would  be  a 
source  of  great  increase  in  numbers.

The  recognition  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Texas  was  post- 
poned until  at  the  next  Triennial.

There  seems  to  be  some  little 
misunderstanding  about  our  recognition  of  Companion 
Mordhurst  at  the  General  Grand  Council  in  Boston,  but  we 
will  assure  him  that  the  next  time  we  meet  we  will  take  a 
good  look  so  that  his  countenance  shall  be  indelibly  im- 
pressed. We  ask  pardon,  Companion.

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  five  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty  States,  (North 
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Carolina  missing),  and  delegates  from  thirteen  Subordinate 
Councils  of  the  seventeen  in  the  State. 

The  portrait  of  the  Grand  Master,  Companion  Frank 
N.  Fowler,  adorns  the  initial  page  of  the  pemphlet. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (8pp),  shows  that 
his  work  was  not  very  strenuous  but  there  was  something 
done.  He  had  to  call  attention  to  the  death  of  M.  111. 
Grand  Master  H.  C.  Shadbolt,  and  official  notice  of  his 
death  was  promulgated  among  the  Councils.  He  was  a man 
to  love  and  respect  and  it  was  a pleasure  to  have  him  in  your 
company.

All  of  the  Grand  Officers,  except  Grand  Chaplain  and 
Grand  Sentinel  were  present,  with  nine  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty  States,  ( North 
Carolina  missing),  and  delegates  from  all  Subordinate 
Councils,  only  one  being  absent. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5pp)  in  small 
type),  gives  in  succinct  manner  his  official  acts.  He  says 
the  year  had  been  from  a Masonic  standpoint  a significant 
one.  There  had  been  gratifying  growth  and  satisfactory 
expansion.  He  announces  the  death  of  Companion  S.  P. 
Wade,  the  Grand  Sentinel,  who  died  at  his  post  in  Febru- 
ary, 1908.  Two  new  Councils  were  instituted  and  officers 
installed.

Probably 
if  we  in  North  Carolina  could  give  the  “ quid  pro  quo”  as 
you  do  in  Minnesota,  we  might  want  $15.00  too,  but  we 
think  that  $5.00  is  all  that  our  Degrees  are  worth,  for  we 
do  not  work  them  amply  or  very  beautifully.  He  says  that 
the  Grand  Council  is  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  funds  and 
he  recommends  an  increase  by  assessment. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $755.28.

54th  Annual.  Meridian.  Flby.  17th,  1909. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reports  all  the  Grand 
Officers  except  the  P.  G.  C.  of  Works,  Grand  Chaplain  and 
Grand  Steward  present,  with  two  Past  Grand  Masters, 
Grand  Representatives  of  nineteen  States,  with  Companion 
Samuel  L.  Solomon  representing  North  Carolina,  and  dele- 
gates from  thirty  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  initial  page  is  adorned  by  the  portrait  of  Companion 
Frederick  Speed,  Grand  Master  in  1890-1901,  and  with  his 
collar,  jewel  and  apron  on,  and  his  hair  brushed  far  off  his 
forehead,  he  looks  as  natural  as  ever,  and  has  a solemn  cast 
of  countenance  as  though  he  were  thinking  about  some- 
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thing,  probably  about  mauling  DeLap  for  something  he 
said. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  l-2pp),  is  a very 
careful  epitome  of  his  work  for  the  year.  He  congratulates 
the  Grand  Council  upon  the  fact  that  peace  and  harmony 
prevail  throughout  the  Jurisdiction.  He  thinks  it  is  a 
source  of  great  rejoicing  that  the  link  in  their  official  family 
remains  unbroken,  yet  he  is  mournful  to  note  the  ravages 
that  death  has  wrought  in  the  Subordinate  Councils  and  in 
sister  Jurisdictions,  and  he  recommends  that  memorial 
pages  be  set  apart  for  them.  He  thinks  the  year  has  been 
an  uneventful  one.  He  had  not  been  called  upon  to  render 
any  Decisions,  nor  were  any  Dispensations  issued.  He  had 
visited  every  Council  in  the  State  during  the  year  with  the 
exception  of  three,  revived  ten  dormant  Councils  and 
greeted  115  Companions  and  his  expenses  had  been  only 
$157.73,  of  which  the  Grand  Council’s  share  was  only 
$39.43.  Money  well  invested,  to  be  sure. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  Frederic  Speed,  is 
mostly  statistical  and  yet  it  contains  information  of  interest 
to  the  Grand  Council. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $2,146.86.

44th  Annual.  Joplin.  April  27th,  1909. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  except  the  Grand  Treasurer  and 
Grand  Chaplain  were  present,  with  eight  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  nineteen  States,  (North 
Carolina  missing),  and  delegates  from  sixteen  Subordinate 
Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5pp),  makes  good 
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reading  and  in  the  opening  remarks  he  states  that  it  gives 
him  gratification  to  report  that  cordial  and  fraternal  rela- 
tions with  all  Grand  Councils  continue  to  exist,  and  within 
their  own  Jurisdiction  peace  and  harmony  and  prosperity 
prevail.  Among  the  illustrious  dead  he  reports  the  death 
of  111.  Companion  Martin  Collins,  Past  Grand  Master  who 
died  June  17,  1908.  He  says  their  virtues  live  in  their 
memories,  their  faults  are  forgotten,  and  each  will  be 
eulogized  by  the  Committee  on  Necrology. 

Dispensations  were  granted  for  ten  Councils  to  receive 
and  ballot  on  petitions  and  confer  Degrees  out  of  the  statu- 
tory time.  He  visited  four  Subordinate  Councils  and  at 
some  of  them  conferred  the  Degrees. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of  $2,664.45. 

It  required  five  pages  for  Companion  Robert  F.  Steven- 
son,- Grand  Recorder,  to  tell  of  the  transactions  in  his 
office  during  the  year  but  it  shows  him  to  be  a capital  book- 
keeper and  we  congratulate  the  Grand  Council  for  having 
so  able  an  accountant  to  look  after  their  affairs. 

The  report  on  Masonic  Home  shows  that  the  management 
of  this  great  charity  is  excellent  and  that  great  good  is  being 
accomplished  from  its  influence.  Much  local  business  was 
attended  to  and  the  Committee  on  Necrology  gives  a full 
report  of  the  Illustrious  dead. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  that  able  and  noted 
reporter,  Companion  Robert  F.  Stevenson,  also  Grand 
Recorder,  and  is  an  exhaustive  review  of  fifty-one  States, 
and  we  are  glad  to  note  that  North  Carolina  was  in  time 
for  the  review  and  received  about  three  pages  of  fraternal 
mention.  He  gives  a very  interesting  account  of  our  pro- 
ceedings at  Kinston.  He  notes  that  the  sum  of  $15.00 
is  paid  for  our  writing  the  report  and  thinks  that  it  ought 
to  buy  us  a suit  of  clothes,  provided,  a “hand-me-down” 
could  be  found  large  enough.  We  are  pretty  sure,  Com- 
panion, that  the  tail  of  the  coat  would  not  be  long  enough, 
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but  perhaps  it  would  be  before  we  could  get  another,  as 
was  said  of  the  boy  who  was  told  that  his  coat  tail  was  too 
short.  He  says  that  Recorder  Munds  might  be  persuaded 
to  curtail  the  sleep  or  cut  out  the  dinner.  Companion, 
Recorder  Munds  knows  on  which  side  his  bread  is  buttered 
and  would  not  dare  to  cut  out  dinner  from  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil, because  he  has  seen  them  eat  too  often  and  knows  how 
they  enjoy  supplying  the  wants  of  the  inner  man.  We 
would  like  to  follow  the  Companion  further  but  want  of 
space  forbids.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shows  all 
the  Grand  Officers  except  the  Grand  Lecturer  were  present, 
with  seven  Past  Grand  Masters,  seventeen  Past  Grand 
Masters,  and  delegates  from  seventeen  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils, 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (4pp),  gives  a very 
intelligent  account  of  the  workings  of  the  Rite  in  his 
Jurisdiction.  He  says  that  peace,  harmony  and  good-will 
prevail — not  one  question  had  been  submitted  for  Decision ; 
very  few  Dispensations  were  asked  for  and  those  generally 
to  elect  and  install  officers.  Few  to  ballot  on  petitions  out 
of  time. 

One  Council  was  visited  where  he  witnessed  the  confer- 
ring of  the  Royal  and  Select  Degrees  upon  a candidate. 
Heretofore  they  have  been  relying  upon  the  reports  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  other  Grand  Councils  to  furnish  reports  so 
as  to  compile  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  but  so  many 
are  absent  that  they  requested  Companion  Charles  J.  Phelps, 
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P.  G.  M.,  to  prepare  a review  of  the  Grand  Councils  of 
which  no  report  had  been  furnished. 

He  referred  to  the  Masonic  Home  and  values  very  highly 
its  influence  upon  the  Rite.  Illness  of  his  wife  prevented 
his  visiting  the  Councils  he  had  intended.  The  Grand 
Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $792.09.  The  Grand 
Recorder,  Companion  Francis  E.  White,  who  is  an  able 
officer,  rendered  his  report  which  gives  the  state  of  affairs 
in  the  Jurisdiction,  and  he  reports  a net  gain  of  only  19, 
but  this  is  better  than  a loss,  and  shows  that  the  Councils 
are  not  all  dead. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (33pp),  is  compiled  by 
Companion  Charles  J Phelps,  who  in  the  spirit  of  kindness 
and  brotherly  love  decided  to  fill  the  breach  so  the  pamphlet 
should  not  go  out  without  a Correspondent’s  Report.  He 
notes  the  proceedings  of  the  several  States  which  were 
presented  to  him  for  review  and  seems  to  be  well  posted  in 
this  kind  of  work.  He  gives  North  Carolina  one  page. 
He  notes  it  was  our  thirty-third  annual  assembly,  with 
Companion  Smallbones  as  Grand  Master.  He  makes  some 
allusion  to  our  report  and  says  that  it  was  a complete  volume 
that  does  great  credit  to  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  a Jurisdiction 
with  so  small  a membership.  He  renews  our  acquaintance, 
as  we  have  met  as  Reviewers  in  other  branches  of  the 
Fraternity  for  a score  of  years.  We  are  glad  to  meet  you 
again,  Companion,  and  hope  you  will  remain  long  to  give 
us  more  of  your  admirable  reviews.

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

48th  Annual  Concord.  May  17th,  1909. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  reported  present,  with  eleven 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-two 
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States,  Companion  Albert  R Junkins  representing  North 
Carolina,  and  delegates  from  thirteen  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (14pp),  is  usually  good 
for  this  Jurisdiction  and  this  seems  to  be  sustaining  the 
record.  He  says  that  their  mystic  circle  has  been  broken 
and  four  Companions  have  finished  their  labors  here  below 
and  passed  on  to  that  undissolving  Lodge  beyond.  These 
were  members  of  the  Subordinate  Councils  and  have 
wrought  so  well  that  he  gives  them  a place  on  the  memorial 
page. 

Assignments  were  made  to  the  Grand  Master,  and 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  they  seem  to  have  performed 
their  duties  and  visited  all  the  Councils  assigned  to  each. 
They  both  had  a good  time  and  were  always  heartily 
welcomed  and  magnificently  treated.  He  only  granted  one 
Dispensation  and  that  was  to  ballot  on  petition  for  degrees 
out  of  time.  The  report  on  Returns  shows  a balance  of 
$863.56  and  the  Committee  on  Finance  recommends  to 
increase  the  amount  in  the  treasury  by  assessing  $3.00  on 
each  Companion  greeted  instead  of  $1.00.  That  is  pretty 
steep. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (74pp),  is  submitted  by 
Companion  Joseph  E.  Robins,  and  is  a very  able  report  and 
gives  all  of  the  chief  happenings  in  the  thirty-two  States 
reviewed.  North  Carolina  for  1908  has  one-and-a-half 
pages  of  kindly  notice.  He  gives  the  substance  of  the 
address  of  Grand  Master  Neave  and  shows  how  deeply  he 
was  tainted  with  the  shadows  of  hard  times  in  the  indus- 
trial world,  and  he  notes  that  Charlotte  Council  No.  3 was 
not  given  a place  in  the  tabulated  statement.  He  says  that 
we  gave  as  usual  a healthy  report  on  Correspondence  and 
he  likes  our  spirit.  He  tells  us  that  our  old  friend  J.  C. 
Chase,  so  well  known  in  North  Carolina,  is  still  in  love  with 
Masonry.  We  are  not  surprised  to  hear  that,  for  Chase  is 
nothing  if  not  a Mason,  and  if  he  stays  all  night  in  a place 
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without  visiting  some  Masonic  body  he  does  not  sleep  well. 
He  seems  to  require  the  Masonic  tonic  to  keep  him  up  and 
going.  We  thank  this  genial  Companion  for  his  kindly 
notice.

86th  Annual.  New  York  City.  August  31st,  1909. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present  with  fourteen 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  nineteen 
States,  Companion  Alfred  B.  Conrad  representing  North 
Carolina,  and  delegates  from  fourteen  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils. 

Representatives  of  the  several  Grand  .Councils  were 
formally  received  and  welcomed  by  the  Grand  Master, 
who  extended  to  them  fraternal  regard  and  best  wishes 
of  the  Grand  Council  of  New  York.  R.  111.  Arthur 
McArthur,  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Council  of 
England  and  Wales,  responded  for  the  Grand  Representa- 
tives in  his  usual  eloquent  and  impressive  manner.  Several 
distinguished  visitors  were  announced,  introduced  and 
received  with  the  honors  appropriate  to  their  stations,  but 
we'have  not  space  to  give  them  here. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (25pp),  is  worthy  of 
this  large  Jurisdiction  and  is  up  to  high  water  mark  as  a 
literary  production,  and  we  find  that  he  had  much  work  to 
do  during  his  administration.  Under  Necrology  he  notes 
the  death  by  drowning  in  Lake  George  of  R.  111.  and  Rev. 
John  Laubenheimer,  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  Grand  Chaplain  of  this  Grand  Council.  The  notice 
of  his  death  was  a great-  shock  not  only  to  Masons  but  to 
all  who  knew  him,  for  whereever  he  was  known  he  was 
loved.  He  then  gives  a list  of  the  distinguished  dead  of 
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other  Jurisdictions.  He  made  several  visits  not  only  in  an 
official  way  but  socially,  to  several  of  the  Councils,  and  he 
mentions  “Ladies’  Night  in  Cryptic  Council  at  Saratoga, 
which  he  styles  the  greatest  social  event  that  occurs  in 
Masonic  circles  More  than  two  hundred  guests  enjoyed 
the  occasion  to  its  fullest  extent.  By  invitation  from 
Constantine  Commandery  No.  48  of  New  York  City,  he 
attended  its  Annual  Reception  and  Ball  given  in  the  Harlem 
Casino,  124th  St.,  and  7th  Avenue.  He  was  accompanied 
by  very  many  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  enjoyed  the  occas- 
ion hugely.  He  visited  nearly  all  of  the  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils and  it  goes  without  saying  that  he  enjoyed  these  visits 
as  well  as  those  visited.  Some  few  Dispensations  were 
granted  to  receive  and  act  on  petitions  out  of  the  usual  time. 
Only  one  Decision  was  called  for  during  the  year  and  that 
was  to  know  if  the  Council  could  confer  the  degrees  on  a 
Companion  visiting  from  Idaho,  and  of  course  he  replied 
coirectly  that  they  could  not. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (54pp),  seems  to  have 
been  written  by  a committee  composed  of  Companions  John

It  seems  to  have  been  written  without  the  use  of  the  scissors 
and  being  in  good  type  makes  good  reading.  North  Caro- 
lina for  1908  received  a little  more  than  one  page  and  they 
give  all  that  was  done  at  our  assembly  worthy  of  note. 
They  say  our  Report  on  Correspondence  is  of  its  usual 
excellence  and  calls  attention  to  our  welcome  extended  to 
the  Grand  Council  of  Texas.  We  are  very  much  indebted 
to  these  Companions  for  kindly  notice  of  our  report.

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  fourteen  Past 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-four 
States,  Companion  William  E.  Banta  representing  North 
Carolina,  and  delegates  from  all  of  the  one  hundred  chart- 
ered Councils  and  one  U.  D.  This  is  a goodly  attendance. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (30pp),  is  a very  fine 
production  and  he  had  ‘good  news  to  begin  with,  in  that 
peace  and  harmony  have  prevailed  throughout  the  year 
and  their  relations  with  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  have 
been  most  cordial.  The  accessions  were  not  as  many  as 
they  had  hoped  for.  He  had  to  announce  the  death  of 
M.  111.  Edwin  Morrell,  P.  G.  M.,  and  the  same  was  referred 
to  (the  Committee  on  Memoirs.  He  had  taken  all  the 
degrees  conferred  in  this  country  and  was  a notable  Mason 
in  all  respects.  Also  P.  G.  M.  William  M.  Cunningham 
was  called  away  October  16,  1909.  He  also  had  gone  to 
the  limit  in  the  Degrees,  and  both  of  these  illustrious  Com- 
panions left  records  that  are  imperishable.

(North  Carolina  missing),  and  delegates  from  twenty 
Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (16pp),  indicates  much 
care  in  its  preparation  and  shows  that  he  was  active  in  the 
performance  of  duties  during  the  year. 

The  portrait  of  the  M.  111.  Puissant  Grand  Master,  John 
Henry  Lape,  adorns  the  initial  page. 

He  is  very  thankful  /that  they  have  been  spared  and  that 
the  official  circle  remains  unbroken.  He  says  that  truth 
and  duty  enabled  him  to  state  that  this  had  been  the  most 
prosperous  year  for  Cryptic  Masonry  in  the  history  of  the 
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Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  shows  an  increase  of  511  in  the 
membership.  This  is  a good  showing.  He  was  called 
upon  to  issue  a circular  announcing  the  death  of  I.  Com- 
panion J.  S.  Barber,  P.  M.  P.  G.  M.  His  honor  and 
integrity  were  never  questioned,  and  he  was  ever  the  same 
gentle,  lovable,  honorable  gentleman,  a devoted  husband 
and  father,  and  sincere  friend  and  brother.  This  was  a 
noble  life  and  an  exalted  character  which  is  worthy  of  all 
commendation.  He  gives  the  list  of  the  illustrious  dead 
in  other  Jurisdictions. 

Dispensations  to  act  upon  petition  for  Degrees  and  mem- 
bership without  waiting  the  usual  time  were  granted  to 
quite  a large  number  of  the  Councils.  He  says  that  he 
exercised  the  prerogative  by  following  in  the  footsteps  of 
his  predecessor  by  making  Cryptic  Masons  at  sight  and 
conferred  this  high  honor  on  two  Companions.  No  official 
Decisions  were  made  and  he  visited  during  the  year  12 
Councils  accompanied  by  several  illustrious  Companions, 
some  of  them  officers  of  the  Grand  Council.  He  gives  an 
account  of  his  visitations  but  we  have  not  space  to  give  same 
here ; suffice  it  to  say  he  had  a good  time  and  dispensed 
light  and  knowledge  wherever  he  went.  One  new  Council 
was  started  U.  D.  and  one  Council  constituted  and  the 
officers  elected  and  installed.  He  recommends  an  increase 
of  the  appropriation  on  Foreign  Correspondence  to  $75.00. 
We  assent. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of 
$2,937.98. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  Companion  Frank  W. 
Martenis,  is  very  full  but  mostly  statistical.  The  Grand 
Council  of  Texas  was  recognized  and  an  interchange  of 
Grand  Representatives  was  ordered. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (64pp),  is  submitted  by 
Companion  Frank  W.  Martenis,  P.  G.  M.,  who  is  also  the 
Grand  Recorder.  He  gives  much  space  in  the  review  to  the 
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statistics  of  the  States  reviewed.  We  think  this  is  a good 
method  as  'against  a table  of  statistics.  He  reviewed  all  the 
States  submitted  for  his  consideration,  amounting  to  thirty- 
seven,  and  we  find  that  North  Carolina  for  1908  received 
about  two  pages,  nearly  a whole  page  of  which  was  devoted 
to  an  extract  from  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Neave. 
He  notes  with  regret  the  death  of  our  Illustrious  Com- 
panion, Jos.  H.  Hackburn,  who  had  been  for  many  years 
the  Grand  Representative  of  Pennsylvania.  He  had  very 
little  to  say  of  our  report  except  that  it  was  sixty  pages 
long  and  written  by  (and  gives  our  name).  We  wish  the 
Companion  had  found  enough  in  our  report  to  discuss  some 
points,  at  least.

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

50th  Annual.  Columbia.  Flby.  9th,  1909. 

We  find  all  the  Grand  Officers  except  the  Grand  Chaplain, 
Grand  Conductor  of  the  Council  and  Grand  Sentinel  were 
present,  with  delegates  from  eight  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (4pp),  tells  what  was 
done  in  his  office  during  the  year,  and  he  calls  attention  to 
its  being  the  fiftieth  annual  assembly.  He  says  that  peace 
and  harmony  prevail  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  and  they 
are  in  good  fellowship  with  all  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

He  is  glad  to  state  that  the  Death  Angel  had  passed  over 
the  official  family  without  molestation  during  the  past  year 
and  left  the  circle  unbroken.  He  does  call  attention  though 
to  the  death  of  M.  I.  P.  G.  M.,  John  R.  Bellinger,  who 
departed  this  life  on  the  27th  of  August  1908. 

He  granted  Dispensations  to  three  or  four  Councils  to 
ballot  upon  petitions  and  confer  Degrees  out  of  time  and 
he  paid  a visit  to  Laurens,  S.  C.,  where  he  personally  issued 
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Dispensation  to  revive  Adoniram  Council  No.  2,  and  fifteen 
new  Companions  were  greeted  on  that  occasion.  He  insti- 
tuted one  Council  U.  D.  and  conferred  the  Degrees  upon 
eighteen  Companions. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $8.13.  It  is 
time  to  hand  around  the  hat  when  the  funds  get  so  low  in 
the  treasury. 

Instead  of  the  Report  on  Correspondence  there  is  a 
historical  review  of  “A  century  of  Cryptic  Masonry  and  a 
half  century  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  in  South  Carolina.”  This  was  compiled  especially 
for  the  50th  Annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  by 
Companion  Zimmerman  Davis,  Grand  Recorder.  It  is  a 
historical  statement  of  much  interest  but  for  want  of  space 
we  would  copy  it  entire,  and  we  advise  all  Companions  in 
South  Carolina  to  read,  mark  and  inwardly  digest  all  the 
truths  therein  contained.

VERMONT. 

56th  Annual.  Burlington.  June  8th,  1909. 

From  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  we 
find  all  the  Grand  Officers  were  present  ,with  six  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  fifteen  States,  Com- 
panion Harley  T.  Seaver  representing  North  Carolina,  and 
delegates  from  twelve  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3pp),  is  in  small  print 
but  seems  to  be  enough  to  tell  us  what  he  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  year  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Ver- 
mont. He  is  happy  to  note  that  peace,  harmony  and  pros- 
perity have  blessed  them  during  the  year.  No  serious  con- 
flagrations, floods  or  cyclones  had  disturbed  their  peace 
but  they  were  indeed  sad,  but  warm  with  sympathy  for  all 
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of  the  sister  Jurisdictions  which  may  have  been  in  affliction, 
and  he  calls  attention  to  some  notable  persons  who  had 
passed  away  during  the  year,  viz:  Warren  G.  Reynolds, 
Chilo  L.  Soule,  and  Homer  E.  Reynolds,  all  of  them  mem- 
bers of  Burlington  Council  No.  5,  and  were  well  known  and 
prominent  in  all  Masonic  work.  Companion  Warren  G. 
Reynolds  was  for  many  years  the  Grand  Recorder  of  this 
Grand  Council  and  he  was  indeed  an  able  officer  and 
prompt  in  the  performance  of  every  duty.  He  had  been 
called  upon  to  grant  Dispensations  to  ballot  on  petitions  for 
Degrees  without  waiting  the  statutory  time.  No  Decisions 
were  made. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  Companion  H.  H. 
Ross  is  short  and  deals  in  statistics  only.  He  shows  a 
gain  of  47. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,326.35. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (47pp),  is  presented  by 
that  prince  of  reporters,  Companion  Marsh  O Perkins, 
whose  writings  can  be  identified  wherever  they  are  found. 
He  wields  a pen  masterfully  and  ably,  and  but  for  the  use 
of  the  scissors  we  would  have  a lot  of  the  very  best  reading, 
but  he  will  use  scissors  that  seem  to  be  sharp  and  know 
well  how  to  find  the  best  to  be  had.  North  Carolina  for 
1908  received  the  best  part  of  one  page  in  which  he  notes 
our  proceedings  at  Kinston  and  thinks  that  they  were  not 
devoid  of  encouragement,  tie  thinks  that  the  Super-Excel- 
lent  Degree  has  no  place  in  North  Carolina  and  we  can 
state  that  he  is  correct,  but  it  was  introduced  in  our  last 
Grand  Council  and  is  on  the  up  grade  working  its  way 
among  the  Subordinates,  and  we  think  that  in  the  course  of 
a few  years  it  will  take  rank  with  the  Royal  and  Select. 
He  says  that  we  present  an  excellent  Report  on  Corres- 
pondence in  which  is  found  a most  discriminating  review 
of  the  proceedings  of  thirty-four  Grand  Councils,  and  then 
gives  a bit  of  pleasantry  we  used  in  looking  at  the  picture 
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of  M I.  Companion  Geo.  F.  Root,  Grand  Master.  We 
thank  the  Companion  for  his  good  will  and  kindly  mention 
of  our  report.

WISCONSIN, 

52nd  Annual.  Milwaukee.  Feby.  17th,  1909. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present,  with  six  Past 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-two 
States,  with  Companion  R.  B.  Lang  representing  North 
Carolina,  and  delegates  from  fourteen  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (9pp),  is  ably  written 
and  gives  good  account  of  his  work  during  the  year  and 
opens  his  address  by  alluding  to  the  Grand  Council  as  a 
Limited  Express  on  its  fifty-second  annual  run  in  charge  of 
a new  conductor,  with  a full  crew,  having  on  board  two 
thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-one  passengers,  and  thus 
makes  a trip  all  over  the  country.  He  says  the  official  cir- 
cle of  the  Grand  Council  has  not  been  broken  during  the 
year  but  two  of  the  Past  Grand  Officers  have  been  called  to 
their  reward,  viz:  Companions  Geo.  E.  Budcl,  Grand  Princi- 
pal Conductor  of  the  Work  in  1892  and  Geo.  H.  Downie, 
Grand  Principal  Conductor  of  the  work  in  1900.  He  then 
gives  a list  of  the  illustrious  dead  in  other  Jurisdictions,  and 
states  that  thirty-five  have  answered  the  summons  and 
entered  into  eternal  rest  from  the  Subordinate  Councils. 

Some  Dispensations  were  granted,  all  for  Masonic  pur- 
poses. Only  one  or  two  Decisions  of  a local  character  were 
made.  Fourteen  Councils  were  visited,  in  nearly  all  of 
which  he  assisted  in  the  conferring  of  Degrees  and  in  some 
cases  there  were  quite  a number  of  candidates,  all  of  which 
showed  interest  in  the  work.  After  summing  up  the  whole 
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he  says  all  in  all  it  is  his  opinion  that  the  Cryptic  Rite  in 
the  State  is  in  a very  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  and 
promises  well  for  the  future. 

The  report  of  Trustees  who  examined  the  books  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Recorder  give  a balance  in 
the  treasury  of  $766.93. 

There  were  some  resolutions  offered  that  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  withdraw  its  allegiance  to  the 
General  Grand  Council  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
This  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  who 
recommended  to  postpone  the  matter  until  the  next  regular 
Assembly. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (29pp),  is  submitted  by 
P.  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  Jacob  Dreher,  and  though  short  is 
a succinct  epitome  of  the  States  reviewed,  but  for  some 
cause  we  do  not  find  North  Carolina  among  the  number. 
So  sorry.

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Masters,  as  well  as  the  Super-Excellent,  are  holding  their 
own  and  gaining  steadily  as  the  years  go  by.
